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It is doubtful if anything so simply 
beautiful has ever been done at the price of one 
shilling as these little books which Messrs. 
Isbister are bringing out upon our English 
Cathedrals.* We have received four of them, 
dealing respectively with Durham, Lichfield, 
Ripon and Chester. Each has been written by 
a member of its Chapter ; Lichfield by Canon 
Bodington, Ripon by Archdeacon Danks, Chester 
by Dean Darby, and Durham by Canon Fowler. 
All are written well and with just so much his- 
tory as shall serve to satisfy any reasonable desire 
for a good general acquaintance with the growth 
of the building, without wearisome insistence 
upon detail. 

The little cuts which illustrate the series are 
delightful. Mr. Herbert Railton and Mr. 
Holland Tringham are responsible for these. 
Our readers may estimate for themselves the 
value of our verdict, for Messrs. Isbister have 
kindly lent us several of the illustrations to show.
